New issues are raised requiring additional search and application of new prior art for the claim amendments directed to calculating a 
score "of a word sequence for each candidate for the unknown word in the word sequence" and selecting a "word sequence". Previously, 
independent claims 1, 7, and 8 did not require a word sequence, but only recognition of individual unknown words based on unknown- 
word-forming elements, which could be acoustical feature parameters of an individual word. However, it is well known in the prior art to 
calculate a score for a word sequence from a combination of individual scores for individual words. (See, e.g., U.S. Patent No. 
5,956,668.) Thus, a new search and application of new prior art is required for the limitations directed to calculating a score "of a word 
sequence" inclusive of an unknown word in the word sequence. 
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
